2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9 
are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken 
singularly or in combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the 
specific combination claimed, to teach: 

A pass transistor comprising gate conductor 91 1 (figs. 11 - 18) extending from 



the horizontal surface of an active area island to a vertical surface of an active area 
island; a source region1720 (fig. 18) situated in the horizontal surface and a drain region 
914 (fig. 18) situated in the vertical surface of the active area as cited in the 
independent claim 1; and among other limitations cited in the independent claim 1.
